THE LANDING INUNDATED. 

Peter Luted brought in from the 
Landing word of an extensive and 
damaging flood which occurred there 
on the breaking up of the river. The 
river broke up at 10 a. m.on the 7th, 
and ice ran up to 12 nocn, when it jam- 
bed and flooded the whole place. Part 
of the Hudson’s Bay Co’s saw mill was 
carried away, but the machinery was 
uninjured. The baker’s shinty was 
carried away, together with 150 bush- 
els ot oats which were in it. Around 
the latter place the water was waist 
deep, and the bridge between the 
H. B. Co., store and police barracks 
was carried away. The pier and Land- 
ing stage was also carried away. The 
Hudson’s Bay Co. steamer, Athabas- 
ca, was floated off its blocking and 
thrown on thea top of the flat where 
it is now resting, surrounded with 
huge ice cakes. The company had to 
move all goods out of their store and 
stozehcuse as the water covered the 
floors. The jam broke at five p. m. 
on Saitturday and the water fell 
siderably, but the ice jammed again 
alt 8 p. m. when the water once ‘more 
rose over the flat. A great quantity 
of lumber which was sawn for boats

When a man has lest the ambition 
to become a millionaire and that sud- 
denly, and has come down to face the 
stern realities of bread and butter, or 
bread, anyway, even without the ad- 
dition of so much luxury as the ‘be- 
fore mentioned article, and is casting 
about. for a place to make a home and 
rear a family in comfort and independ- 
ence, it is likely that there is no other 
claiming more attention at the 
Northern Aiberta, 


plawe 
present time than 
N. W. Canada. . 

It may be roughly said that this sec- 
tion comprises just now most of the 
country batween Calgary and Edmon- 
ton. and otherwise within a radius of 
100 miles from the latter place. 

The climate of this region is a won- 
der to all. Edmonton, the metrcpolis, 
being silyated in latitude 53 degrees 
north, people expect to find great cold 
and abundant snews, and are not pre- 
pared to expact mild weather extend- 
ing far into the winter months, with 
a snow fall so light that even g@omes- 
tic animals can well care Ior them- 
selves during a iarge part of the win- 
ter season. There are Many compen- 
sations for high - latitudes, some of 
which I will touch upon in my next 
letter. wa" 

The natural resources of this dis- 
trict are almost beyond comparison 
Mammoth crops ia every direction tes- 
tity to the abundant fertility of soil. 
Prairie and wood being beautifully in- 
terspersed, giving tillage land, grazing 
and shelter almost universal. Natural 
hay along the streams, in the Beaver 
lakes and even on the dry prairie that 
gives ebundance of feed at present; 
but as settlement increases, hay will 
have to be grown. « Coal seems to be 
everywhere, and in many places very 
near the surface and cropping out all 
along the streams. qd 

Water, the one thing above all oth- 
ers to be considered, there is no lack; 
easily obtained and of first class qual- 
ity. Lakes, of which there are several 
of respectable size, are teeming with 

white fish,” while all the streams 
emanating from the mountains con- 
tain fine gold, sevetal of which give 
good reward for washing. 

The railway north from tle main 
line of the C. P. R. terminates at the 
south bank of the Saskatchewan river

Before the railway visited here 
in 1892 freight was brought up the 
river via Lake Winnipeg. Several 
boats of considerable tonnage used to 
piy on this river. The general eleva- 
tion of this section is from 2,000 {o 
2,300 feet above sea level, while there 
are some low hills one hundred to & 
hundred and fifty feet higher than the 
surrounding country. 

The soil is of a black or gray loam, 
easily worked. Seeding usually begins 
in Aprii, and the open season contin- 
aes until about the middle of Novem- 
bar. Sleighing may commence in the 
latter month, but sometimes not be- 
fore Christmas, as was the case this 
season. 

Heavy snow falls as experienced in 
the east are entirely unknown here. 

The town of Edmonton, which a few 
years ago was considered far out and 
beyond, is rapidly coming to the fore, 
and is bound to become the largest 
centre of trade and commerce west of 
Winnipeg. It is lighted by electricity 
and its many local institutions speak 
vo'umes for the brain and enterprise 
of its citizens. t 

The leading denominations are all 
well represented, and have neat sub- 
stamiial churches presided over by 
able men. 

The educational interesis are cer- 
tainly well looked after and their 
school system is equal to the best. 
Building accommodation; is somewhat 
lacking as the schools have grown be- 
yond all expectation. 

A large trade in grain is being car- 
ried on both for export and home man- 
fafacture. There are five roiler mills 
in the vicinity whose aggregate eapac- 
ity is from 809 to 1,000 barrels iper 
day. 

Two saw mills of considerable ca- 
pacity with several smaller ones, sup- 
ply the place with rough lamber, but 
most of the finishing luinber is 
brought from British Columbia. 

A large four-story brick hospital un- 
dpr the charge of the Roman Catholic 
sisters has been doing duty for several] 
years. A Frotestant hospital is now 
being built. 

Three of the old banking institutions 
of the east have their plants here 
which seem to have taken good root 

This seems to be a veritable para- 
dise for the implement manufacturers, 
judging by the immense output 
through their agencies. One agency 
alone here has disposed of over 200 
bob-sleizhs and we have had sleighing 
only about seven weeks. 

The local paper is strictly in evi- 
dence, not only in the town. but in 
many of the surrounding villages.

The. N. W. mownted police have 2 
divisional headquarters eighteen miles 
from town at Fort Saskatchewan. A 
large section of country. is fooked af- 
tec and patrolled from this point. 
New settlers and fresh delegates are 
arriving continually and the eyes and 
thoughts of many families are now 


turned this way and only awaiting the 
time whev the bulge of the winter is 


past to drop in here, with all their 

household goods and wordly beiong- 

jings. Much of this immigration has 

come from U. S. territory and seems 

yet to be but in its infancy. Well; let 

them come. Of course we have yelled, 

“Irefand for the Irish!” but we have 

‘not yet began the ery of Canada for 

the Canadians. We have room and to 

spare. Yes, history. is said to repeat 

Riself, and some yet unborn generation 

may one day read of ‘‘The rise of ‘the 

‘Western Empire.”

MOUNTED RIFLES FOR THE FRONT. 

A special cable from the Montreal 
Star’s special correspondent at Bloem- 
fontein, on the 4th says: 

“There has been a reorganization of 
the Mounted Infantry corps of the 
army under Lord Roberts et this point. 
The new division as thus constituted is 


‘being placed undec the command of 
General Hamilton. The division is 


composed of two brigades, one being 
formed of Canadians, Australians, 
New Zealanders and the other col- 
onial units here. This brigade has 
been placed under the command of 
Lieut. Co!onel Hutton, late command- 
ing general of the militia forces in 


‘Oanada, who has just arrived at the 
‘front. 


“The second brigade, which is made 
ap of regular and volunteer Imperial 
troops, will be under the command of 
Major Ridley. This organization of 
the Mounted Infantry corps of Lord 
Roberts’ army probably indicates an 


‘early advance movement of the entire 


British army. northwar3, on which 
movement the Canadians and other 
mounted infantry divisions will act as 
advance guards of. scouts, patrolling 
and efering the couniry in front of 
the main army during the march, In 
this event we are likely to have some 
very lively work to do as the country 
is said to b2 fairly swarming with 
small bodies of Boers entrenched at 
favorable points and arifully con- 
cealed in spruits. The capacity of 
the Boers for this kind of fighting\was 
illustrated at Bushman’s Kop, where 
Longman’s division were so cleverly 
entrapped. 

“iv-is reported to-day that the Boers 
ars working in considerable forces 
from Thaba-Nchu and that they have 
formed an audacioas plan of attempt- 
ing to surround the British army in 
Bloemfontein. To this end probably} 
they are hastily ccnstructing trenches 
to the north and east and mounting 
some of their big guns. Our first 
work will probably b2 to scurry about 
the country in the. neighborhood of 
Bloemfontein and uncover Boer de- 
signs.

Cost of Land 
Although ‘there are millions of acres 
of good government land in the- Ter- 
ritories, and of which a settler may 
choose a free hotnestead (see govern- 
ment regulations), all the choice gov- 
ernment and railway lands within a 
radius of 30 miles from the good mar- 
ket town of Edmonton, have already 
been taken up by settlers. The im- 
migrant wiih little money is, conse- 
quently, compelled to seek his future 
home outside that radius of 30 miles. 
In making his selection, he is supposed, 
te have the assistance of guides em- 
ployed by the government to show 
public and railway lands. 
The price of a free home- 
stead of 160 acres with resi- 
dertial and cultivation con- 
ditions, is a fee of $10 
The price of 160 acres if 
purchased from the govern- 
ment without residential 
and cultivation conditions, 
is $3 per acre or for’ the 
quarter section $480 
The price of Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway land is gener- 
ally $3 per acre or per quart- 
er section $180 
Purchasers of government land can 
always make a great saving by pay- 
for the same in government scrip, 
which may bs bought off brokers in 
Edmonton at $2.00 or less per acre. 
There are no residential or other con- 
ditions attached to the patent issued 
immediately by the crown for land so 
Tunchased. Nor is there any limit to 
the quantity of land a ‘person may so 
ecquire, but his means and wish _ to 
buy. 
Cheap Scrip Payments. 
It is folly to pay to the 
government or the railway 
company for a quarter sec- 
tion (169 alenes) .

Wild Lands. 

Owned by other land companiesjsuch 
as the Hudson’s Bay, (P. Heiminck & 
Co., agent) and the Scottish Ontario 
and Manitoba, (Isaac Cowie, agent), 
and private individuals, within the 
thirty mile radius before mentioned, 
vary in price from $! to $10 per; acre; 
and in terms from cash down to ten 
equal annual instalments, with inter- 
est from, 6 to 10 per cent. ' 

These prices have an upward tend- 
ency, Which is certain to continue and 
increase in effect, owing to the many 
sales now taking place, the very large 
and increasing immigration which 
has begun to set in from the United 
Staies as well as from the enormous 
expansion of trade with British Co- 
tuinbia and the Pacifie coast, which 
even now in its infancy, already af- 
fords an umaple market for Edmonton’s 
produists. Tie subject of our pres- 
ent and jprospective market will be 
specially treated further on. 

While a man who cannot afford to 
acquire land near town, must needs lo- 
cate on more distant government land, 
and there await to be accommodated 
by the railways of the future.; and 
many, who intend te make stock- 
raising, on a considerable scale, their 
main business, will seek unsettied por- 
tions of the country, where their cat- 
tls may have for a time fre and’ wide 
range, the small capitaiists buyIng 
land near town and present railway 
facilities makes a doubly profitable in- 
vestment. He -not only derives’ the 
prozits of his farming operations, 
which increase in proportion to near-y 
ness to market, but -he also partici- 
pajtes in the rapid rise in the value of 
land favorably situated in a pregres- 
sive locality already enjoying the ad- 
vantages of railways, mills, elevators, 
and towns. ‘ 

The intrinsic value of land depends 
on ‘the quantity and value of the crops 
it is capable of producing. Now, the 
Edmonton district produces at least 
twice as large a yield per acre in the 
staple crops of wheat and oats than 
do most parts of the United States 
Therefore Edmonton iand should be 
twice as valuable, were the price per 
bushel the same there as in the Sta- 
tes. Suppose, however, that the aver- 
age (prices there be 20 per cent. higher 
than here,; then Edmonton land would 
be worth 80 per cent. more intrinsic- 
ally than that in the States, where 
land ranges in price from $20 to $100 
per acre.

It would, Etexbtors, appear no vain 
dream to anticipate that, by the close 
of another decade, the price of Edmon- 
ton lands shall have advanced two or 
three hundred per cent. in selling 
price, through no special action of the 
owner, who, meanwhile, as an active 
and successful! farmer should have be- 
come prosperous if not wealthy. The 
results obtained by many farmers, 
notably those of the colony from Parry 
Sound, Ontario, which settled at 
Agricola and Clover Bar, clearly shows 
the prosperity which attends well di- 
rected industry in the Edmonton coun-

LETTERS FiOM CAPE TOWN. 
Trooper W. H. Hanna, of the Mount- 
ed Rifles, writes to T. M. Grindley, 
from Cape Town, on the 6th March, 
giving a brief description of their 
camp life. He states; ' 
“We arrived at Cape Town on ithe 
27th February and encamped by the 
sea shore, about two miles from town. 


All the rules of active service are 


brought to bar on us and in ronse- 


quence quite «a number have found 
themselves brought up short. We 
have some jolly times when we can. 
Our horses are feeling their oats 


again, and haven’t forgotten how. to 
buck. The Canadian alb 
favorities in town, if you can call any 


boys are 


soldiers favorities. The people seem 


to be quite tired of them, and no won- 
der for there are such 2 never-ending 
The crack 


English regiments don’t seem to out- 
shine us much, and as ofr size—why 
they aren’t in it. We expect to go 
to 'tha front or up to Modder river on 
the 8th. All the boys are well. ; The 
War news is just 4s full of false’ reports 
as in Edmonton, but while we are in 
town we get everything direct, and 
quickly, too.” 

Through the kindness of Mr. and 
Mrs. 'T. M. Grindley we are enabled to 
publish the following letter, received 
by them from Trooper T. McGeachy, of 
the Mounted Rifles. The letter was 
written from Cape Town on March 
6th, and reads as follows:

“Here I am, and quite well, and at 
present in the “Soldier’s Home,’ which 
is on the Green Point camping ground. 
This is the most comfortable place I 
have struck to write a letter since 
coming to this sunny country. If 
you can draw on your imagination to 
great enough extent, you may see 
“Mark” Hanna on one side the table 
writing a note to you, for me to en- 
close with this. Well, 1 have just 
been in South Africa one week to-day, 
and I must say I am rather pleased 
with the country, especially with Cape 
It is situated at the foot of & 
mountain and is one long, continuous 
street of cottages, villa’s which are 
nothing short of magnificent,owing to 
their pretty lawns and trees and flow- 
ens of all descriptions. 

About 8 miles from ae is a anh 
called Wineberg, which, I am told, 
much nicer than thiss W a there are 
all kinds of people here, black, yellow, 
and, a lot of whites, so you see we are 
still in civilization and not so badly(off. 
For the last four nights the Cana- 
dian Mounted Rifles have formed an 
escort for the Boer prisoners which 
are being brought here for safe keep- 
ing. You bet we guarded them in 
good shape. I have felt as if I would 
like to turn loose and shoot the ‘whole 
business. They will not shoot any 
Britishers while they are in our hands. 
Already we have met over 1,000, Boer 
prisoners at the depot. 


One of the field battery boys, who 
was at the front and was shot twice 
through the legs, was at our camp 
to-day, bkeiter, and going back to the 
fron’. in a few days. He was telling 
us that the boys of the first conting- 
ent, now at the front, are the bravest 
lot in the field. They, take every- 
thing as it comes and pay noattention 
to commands at all. On one occasion 
they were ordered to advance on a 
very strong position, and immediate- 
ly did it, and took it too. Then they 

were ordered to hold it, but they: only 
went ahead and took three positions 
without command or order and held 
all three. Gen. Roberts said no other 


regiment could ‘have done better. 
Hurrah for Canada. 


Well, I, and ail the boys, are well 
and expect to go to the front im a few 
days, ii all is well. This is probably 
the last letter you will receive from 
me for a while, so adieu. Kindiy re- 
member me to all.” 2 Fare!
